Hydrangea Master

SHIP RIDES , OUT 
THE STORM. 


The most dramatic adven- 
ture in Saturday's typhoon 
was the lot of Captain. 
Grierson and the officers 
of the Swatow steamer 
Hydranges. A_ rough pas- 
sage into Hongkong early in’ 
the morning, no medical offi- 
cer to pass them out of 
quarantine, and five hundred 
passengers aboard becoming 
increasingly panic-stricken at 
the prospect of remaining 
aboard during the blow. 


Ultimately, the © passengers 
hegan to get out of hand, 
menaced the guards and sent aa 
uitimatum to the master, whose 
attention was naturally held by 
the work of riding out the 
hurricane aff Stonecutters.

Relating the incident, he said 
that the ship made a fast trip 
down fram Swatow until 
Saturday morning, when heavy 
xeags were encountered. ‘There 
were about five hundred Chinese 
deck passengers on bonri. 

At 6 a.m. on Saturday, the boat 
entered Lyemoon Pass, and made 
its way to the quarantine anchor-

Clearance Not Available,

Teachers, 
policemen, and members of the 
fixhting services are singled out 
for the salary axe initially, while 
dockyard and ordnance employces 
are to surrender monetary privl- 
leges, which we cannot suppose 
were granted originally from 
philanthropic motives. If this 
were. not bad enough, the Commitee 
also advises the Government to put 
a stop to all its special measures 
for the relief of unemployment, 
road development schemes and the 
like, to employ reductions in certain 
other activities which would have 
a similar effect of throwing thou- 
sands of workers out of employ- 
ment, and to apply restrictions in 
spheres specially designed to keep 
the wheela of commerce moving.
